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MYSTERIOUS WAYS 

When the Allies dropped the first atomic bombs on Japan, 
they introduced a weapon so destructive and so powerful that 
civilized nations tremble to think of the outcome if it is not 
properly outlawed as a means of destruction and used instead for 
purposes beneficial to mankind. 

New developments in science change the ways of life for 
people and for nations, and like the atomic bomb, they sometimes 
seem to shake the very foundations of civilization. 

It is heartening, therefore, to. realize that spiritual values 
are unchanging — that in a changing world the principles of a 
Christian fife remain the same— that even atomic bombs cannot 
<ihake the kingdom of heaven. 

Everyone was mystified by the power and force of this new 
weapon that is capable of annihilation. But we often fail to be 
mystified by the equally powerful force working in the universe, 
the power of love which can shatter evil forces in human per- 
sonalities as surely as the atomic bomb can devastate a city. The 
equally mysterious powers of love, kindness, and' human sym- 
pathy are capable of transforming the lives of college students — 
of men and women all over the world — so that from little beings 
nursing bitterness and hatred, selfishness and greed, they be- 
come generous, understanding, tolerant creatures who in turn 
radiate the Christian qualities of love, kindness, and considera- 
tion that will be a powerful influence for good in the lives of 
other people — ^and so the “mysterious ways” in which God moves 
are no less mysterious and no less powerful than the atomic 
bomb. 


THE CHALLENGE OF PEACE 

Peace has come and you are in college. Do you realize what 
a great privilege and opportunity you are enjoying? Yes, we 
are privileged to be in school to develop and improve our special 
abilities. Your opportunity is even greater in this time of 
peace. Peace will bring a new world which will demand intelli- 
gent workers, keen minds, workable ideals and glowing personali- 
ties. Now is your chance to meet these challenges. College will 
help you, but the measure of your success depends on your 
efforts. 

What are you doing -^hile in college to meet the challenges 
of the new world of peace? May we suggest several approaches 
that may help you. 

First of all, let us make the best possible use of our oppor- 
tunities by learning the Truth, the word of God. God must rule 
the new world of peace, and we must help Him by learning His 
principles and by trusting Him. 

Secondly, learn to respect those above us, both our teachers 
and upper classmen. If we learn this now, we will respect our 
government; and our minds and bodies will be keenly trained to 
obey orders. Proper respect brings decorum. 

In the third place, we should learn to appreciate what we 
have. We must not be envious. Envy leads to hatred and sel- 
fishness. Hatred and selfishness lead to war. Our challenge is 
to live in a world of peace, not war. 

Fourthly, may we not forget that we must cooperate -with 
our school program. We must respect its ideals and principles. 
Cooperation leads to pleasing personalities. 

As the weeks slip by, let us remember that scholarship, per- 
sonality, and ideals are the things that will help us meet the de- 
mands of a world of peace. May we ever appreciate our op- 
portunity.

“If you cannot be a Christian 
where you are, you cannot be a Chris- 
tian anywhere,” said Dr. Alphonse 
Heningburg at the Saturday after- 
noon meeting of the forty-sixth an- 
nual Bible institute. 

The topic of Dr. Heningburg’s ad- 
dress was “The Choice Before Us.” 
In the course of his address he 
stated, “America is a kind of dream, 
the kind our ancestors had for many 
years, not knowing what the answer 
would be.” 

“We (as a nation) are standing at 
a crossroad and the hope of the 
world is upon us, for the action we 
may take will determine the future 
of mankind.” 

He likened this choice to a giant 
holding on one hand “possibilities and 
love of mankind”' and on the other 
hand “possibilities of a more rapid 
destruction of humankind.” “This is

Keath Is Second Highest 
Scorer Per Game In State 

Eighteen-year-old Frank Keath of 
Cornwall, Pennsylvania, playing his 
first year of college basketball for 
Elizabethtown college, accomplished a 
brilliant record of 18.6 points per 
game, thus becoming the second high- 
est scorer per game in the state. 

According to Associated Press tabu- 
lations, the high scoring crown goes 
to Billy Biletnikoff of Slippery Rock 
State Teachers college. Biletnikoff 
totaled 454 points in 22 games for ^n_ 
average of 20.6. 

Sharp Shooting Brought Record 

It was not height but good sharp 
shooting that brought Keath the 
high-scoring record. Five feet and 
one-half inches, he was the third 
shortest dribbler on Coach Herr’s 
team. He scored 146 goals and 81 
fouls for a total of 371 points in 
twenty games for E-town. He made 
66 per cent of his free throws. 

Keath climaxed his outstanding 
season in the closing home game 
against Dickinson by scoring 13 field 
goals and four foul shots totaling 32. 
In the Bridgewater game he had 12 
field goals and six single-pointers, 
bringing the total to 30. 

Shirk Was E-town’s Second 
High Scorer 

Second high scorer for Elizabeth- 
town was Eugene Shirk back after 
four years in the Air Corps. Shirk 
averaged better than 10 points per 
game for a grand total of 202. 

Keath Succeeds Buch 

Coach Herr described Keath as a 
“Worthy successor to the great Guy 
Buch’’ who last year averaged 23.7 
points per game for the highest aver- 
age in the United States. 

Keath was the mainstay of an 
E-town team which managed to win 
ten games out of twenty against stiff 
opposition, despite the midseason loss 
of Dick Hivner, outstanding guard, 
because of illness.

Keath is a modest, good-natured 
lad from Lebanon county where he 
lives on a farm. One of his main in- 
terests is the Future Farmers of 
America. Keath enjoys all sports es- 
pecially basketball and swimming, al- 
though eating is one of his favorite 
pleasures. In college he is taking the 
business administration course, having 
changed recently from secondary edu- 
cation.
